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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


This  section  is  designed  to  assist  principals  of  schools  in  which  the 
approved  subjects  are  taught  in  French  with  the  consent  of  the  school 
board.  It  should  help  in  timetabling  for  schools  where  “frangais”, 
“histoire”,  “geographic”,  “latin”  and  certain  vocational  subjects  are  taught 
as  separate  from  French,  History,  Geography,  Latin  and  parallel  vocational 
subjects.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  equate  the  amount  of  instruction 
time  received  by  French-speaking  students  in  subjects  taught  in  French 
and  in  English.  It  should  be  noted  that  these  are  suggested  time  allotments 
only.  A  principal  is  free  to  work  out  any  reasonable  combination  of  the 
suggestions  of  this  publication  and  Circular  H.S.l,  1967-68  to  meet  the 
needs  of  his  school. 

A  French-speaking  pupil  is  generally  considered  to  be  one  who  has 
completed  successfully  the  program  of  a  bilingual  elementary  school  or  its 
equivalent,  and,  at  the  discretion  of  the  principal,  such  pupils  may  take  in 
French  all  or  part  of  the  subjects  if  approved  under  the  conditions  of 
Memorandum  1964-65:85  re:  French  as  a  Language  of  Instruction  in  the 
Secondary  Schools. 

Information,  requirements,  recommendations  and  notes,  as  contained  in 
Circular  H.S.  1,  1967-68,  also  apply  to  this  publication.
